The Leroy Ayers police 
brutality ‘case which made 
headlines in March 1974, 
was officially closed last 
week as far as the 
prosecution was concer- 
ned when Ayers was found 
guilty of the remaining four 
of nine counts relating to 
assaulting police officers. 

But from Ayers point of 
view, we've not heard-the 
last of the case in which he 
was viciously beaten by 
police and hospitalized tor 
several days with broken 
ribs, broken nose and 
multiple face and body 
bruises.

Municipal Court C. Howard 
Johnson found him guilty 
to four assault charges and 
suspended his ‘0 day 
workhouse sentences on 
each count, Ayers announ- 
ced that he is appealing 
the conviction.

Of- 
ficers charged that Ayers, 
a former prize fighter, 
resisted arrest and started 
fighting while being 
booked at headquarters. 

Ayers said while walking 
at Gay and High Sts., 
toward the Hustlers Club, 
an officer stopped him and 
asked: to see his drivers 
license. Since he was 
walking and not driving a 
car, why should he have to 
show his drivers license. It 
was this exchange of 
dialogue that resulted in 
one of the most widely 
publicized police brutality 
case_in the history of the 
city. 

Ayers, prior to his initial 
trial, filed a $500,000 
damage suit against four 
of the officers involved in 
the U.S. District: Court. 
That case is still pending 
in the court, but is expec- 
ted to be heard this sum- 
mer, Ayers said.

computations required for 
survival in the society. 

One of the purposes of 
public schools, he said, is 
to provide graduates with 
blocks upon which they 
can build in further study. 
lf the high school is ter-: 
minal, however, then grad- 
vates should possess 
saleable skills. But in 
neither area was the 
schools functioning 
properly, Dean Smith 
charged. 

A basic weakness, he 
said, was that educational 
systems do not have built- 
in retraining programs for 
teachers. Thus, he warned, 
the quality of teachers 


themselves will decline in 
coming years because of a 
continuing reduction in 
demand for their services. 
This reduction is being 
caused by a decrease in 
the student population. 

Teachers, he said, 
should be required to un- 
dergo retraining and 
periodic recertification. 

Miss Althea Simmons, 
director of education 
programs, said that the

Mother’s Prophecy True

Before Dwight Hudson's 
mother died five years ago 
of cancer, she told her only 
son that one day he would 
lead the Ohio State Univer- 
sity- marching band into ac- 
tion.

Recently chosen over 
four others who. competed 
for the coveted position, 
Hudson, a 19 year old 
sophomore-to-be from 
Licking County, becomes 
the first black lead drum 
major in the history of 
OSU. He was an assistant 
drum major last year. 

“My mother, before she 
died, always told me to 
think positive.

Hudson has been a 
positive thinker for quite 
some-—-time.tn-—the—true 
sense of the word, he was 
a child prodigy.

“Serious Handicap 


One of the big problems in dealing 
with the high unemployment of 
blacks, is their lack of basic essen- 
tial skills; ie: reading and writing; ap- 
titude; good refiexes; and a desire to 
learn. 

This lack of these essentials in 
varying degrees, plus generally bad 
work habits, accounts to a large 
degree, for the high turnover of black 
workers. 

A national publication, in a recent 
article about “Hiring minority 
workers’, said: “‘Even more 
worrisome are promotions of minority 
workers are women. Many aren't up 
to the new job, but government 
frowns if they are passed over.” 

This is a serious indictment and 
one that should not be overlooked. It 
avails us nothing if, when one gets a 
job, he can’t hold it, or get 
promotions on his merit. ' 

With so many unemployed, the job 
market today is highly competitive, 
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Those with the best work records get 
hired. On the job; those who are ef- 
ficient and easily motivated, get the 
promotions. 

Entirely too many young people 
are entering the job market with a 
chip on their shoulder. They act as if 
they are doing their employer a favor 
by working for him. 


If these bad habits were corrected, 
the unemployment rate of blacks 
would quickly decrease. It is tragic 
when you hear employers complain- 
ing that they can't find qualified 
blacks to hire. 


Somewhere in the vast number of 
training programs being financed by 
both public and private.funds, teach- 
ing the fundamentals of how to get 
and keep a job, should be a must. 

The stigma of being poor workers 
certainly does not become us and we 
should-correct this image as fast as 
possible.

A mature professional worker in my of- 
fice was mowing the lawn of his home 
last summer when he lost control for a 
moment as he pulled it back toward him 
for a little incline. But that moment, when 
the machine rolled against his foot, cost 
him several toes -- and a lot of grief — 
and a long absence from the office. 

Power mowers are a big help when the 
grass is shooting up as it is doing now 
during the spring -and later during the 
early summer. But they demand a lot of 
respect, Their powerful motors driving 
heavy, sharp and fast-turning blades 
cause a lot of unnecessary injuries every 
year around this time. 

Middle-aged dads and innocent 
bystanders can be victims. One man, 
leaning down to pull-out some~debris 
clogging the- chute, lost his balance — 
and most of his right hand. 

Perhaps you know of a horror story 
from your own neighborhood. Every year 
hospital emergency rooms treat hun- 
dreds of these needless power mower 
victims. «* 

Here are the precautions you can take 
to cut the risk of injury to yourself and 
your family. 

First, don't let young children run the 
power mower, They aren't mature 
enough to appreciate the danger. 
Remember that the mower case hides the 
equivalent of a 21-inch machete blade. 
Would you allow your youngster to swing 
one of these? oe , 

Wear heavy shoes. ‘Never use a power 
mower while you are barefoot or wearing 
sandals or canvas shoes. 

Always shut off the motor before ad- 
ding gas; ‘before oiling or_adjusting it.

Three of our women physicians sur- 


veyed in the Detroit area said they took 
care of all their families’ cooking, 
shopping, child care and money manage- 
ment in addition to their patients’ health.

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In a news.release last week, the national 
office of the NAACP, Charged “that the 
nation's school- boards were falling to 
uphold educational standards in public 
schools.” A comprehensive report is being 
released by the NAACP “to assist local 
units_in developing programs to bring 
about quality education.” 

On May 6, 7, 8, the Chicago Branch, 
NAACP, held an “invitational work confer- 
ence on “Quality Education.” 

Significant in a report from this confer- 
ence, it says: “We serve notice on the 
Chicago Board of Education, its staff, the 
Board of Regional Schoo! Trustees,. the 
State Board of Education and its Superin- 
tendent, Dr. Joseph Cronin, that quality 
education should be but a component of 
* desegregation plan.” 

hese statements by the national office 
of the NAACP and its Chicago branch 
brings to fore an issue that heretofore has 
been played down. 

The only thing you hear about the 
school desegregation litigation, is busing. 
in fact, busing has become the scarecrow 
that is frightening the people and is the 
controversial topic, Sides are being taken 
on whether you are for busing or qgainst 
busing. Up to now nobody seems to be 
much concerned about the kind of educa- 
tion all the children in our public schools 
will receive, 

Some-poeple think that there is some 
magic in busing that will cure all of our 
public school problems. Of course this 
isn't so. Whether you integrate ‘or not, 
bus or not, there is still the problem of the 
quality of education each child will 
receive. 

Over half of the children in public 
schools today are being bused for either 
economy or better educational facilities. 
Of course there are no objections to this 
kind of busing despite the fact that some 
children are bused to schools miles from 
their homes. 

Negro children are suffering today from 
poor or inadequate education. The crying 
need is to provide thé kind of school facil- 
ities and instruction that will adequately 
meet the learning abilities of these 
children. Fine modern buildings with 
sophisticated gadgets are not sufficient. 
Some of the greatest men and women this 
nation has produced came out of one- 
room or small schools. The curriculum and 
dedicated teachers made the difference.

Students who want an education are 
going to learn no matter what their en- 
vironment... And, no matter what school 
you send some students to, unless they 
are motivated, they will not absorb what 
they have been exposed to in the class 
room. 

No one can sustain any argument that 
public schools should be artificially 
segregated. Segregation is detestable in 
any form or in any place. 

tne great need today is for all children 
-to get the best kind of education that will 
equip them for the kind of world they must 
live in. Therefore, their education should 
not become a pawn of those who advocate 
busing. Their education and their future 
must not be jeopardized by the acts of any 
selfish group no matter how lauditory their 
professed aims and objectives. 

1 am therefore glad to see the NAACP 
coming-out for “quality education.” From 
the acts of some of the lawyers participa- 
ting in some of these schoo! desegrega- 
tion cases, it appears that their only objec- 
tives are endiess litigation and bigger 
legal fees. All too often the welfare of the 
children is subordinated to these other ob- 
jectives. 

Since. the. Brown. vs. Topeka case was 
decided in 1954, school litigation has 
proliferated. During this period, every kind 
of variation in school integration has been 
decreed. and tried: Unfortunately you can't 
say that these litigations have achieved 
quality education. 

It seems to me that we have won 
enough hollow victories. Every court has 
ruled against segregation, so this fact is 
set. Without all this fighting in the courts 
at great cost, why can’t some consensus 
be reached on how Black children can get 
a better education. While we are establish- 
ing educational norms adequate to these 
children's needs. . 

if we spent half the time worrying with 
Boards of Education, school principals, 
PTA's, as we have spent in the courts, | am 
sure we would be much closer to attaining 
quality education for our children. 

There must be some way this kind of an 
education can be attained without per- 
petual court action. | hope the NAACP will 
take a new look at this whole question and 
come up with some practical approaches 
to solutions. The courts can make 
decisions, but the schools must still be the 
source of their education.

Carter’s Welfare Plans 


This is the week that President Carter 
and his Secretary of Health, Education, 
ee eph A. Califano, Jr. will 
open a campaign to sell the. administra- 
tion's ideas-of we 
of the U.S. Congress. 

Last week, the secretary said that ne 
hoped that Congress would enact ‘the 
major portions of the plan early next 
year, but indicated that it was highly 
probable that it might not go into effect 
until 1980. 

Carter has long advocated that several 
existing and often overlapping welfare 
and jobs programs should be combined 
into one system, and suggested that two 
categories of welfare recipients should 
be set up, with different scales of support 
for each. The first, and the one with 
the vast 
majority of those alréadyon welfare, and 
would include the aged and disabled, 
children under 18 and the parents of 
small children. These would not be ex- 
pected to work to remain eligible for 
welfare payments. 

But the second category to be set up 
would include healthy adults without 
small.children. These would. have. to seek, 
work or lose’ most of their benefits, 
although. welfare payments should still 


be made to those in low-paying or memar— 


jobs. 

Tightening in this area would, experts 
believe, rid the welfare rolls of most of 
the cheaters who have won many 
enemies in the Congress for welfare 
operations. To encourage the poor to 
find private employment, those in low 
wage jobs would be entitled to larger 
welfare benefits than those who take jobs 
provided by the federal government. 

Benefits would break down as follows: 

Healthy adults with no children would 
be entitled to a basic payment of $1,000 a 
year each, The payment would be 
reduced by 50 cents for each dollar ear- 
ned. At present, such adults are not now 
eligible for the basic welfare payment, 
but the $1,000 is about what they now get 
from food stamps. 

_A single-parent tamily of four with at— 
least one small child would be entitled to 
a federal payment, based on the current 
value of the dollar, of $4,200 a year. The 
payment could be supplemented, as 
welfare benefits are now, by states, coun-

The two provisions of the bill which are less objec- 
tionable consist of opening registrations at alternate 
county offices and by mail. The registration at deputy 
motor vehicle offices is also a favorable feature of the 
measure. - 

It was speculated in this column last week that 
Rhodes was most likely to allow the bill to become 
law without his signature. But after thinking about the 
measure more seriously, it is our feeling that he ought 
to veto it, even if it is overridden. 

The bill is obviously designed to benefit the 
Democratic Party. And while this is to be expected of 
either of the two major parties, the Democrats have 
been faring rather well under the old registering- 
voting system. 

At the state level, they control all the’ elective of- 
fices except the Governor and the Secretary of State. 
They even hold the upper hand in the Ohio Supreme 
Court by a four to three margin.

That's the biggest argument for raising the minimum 
wage, but the idea is meeting plenty of resistance. 

It's been argued that a hike in the minimum wage 
would be inflationary, would discourage hiring of new 
workers, would lead to lay-offs, and would worsen the 
already serious problem of youth joblessness. 

Now these are very dire predictions, but fortunately, 
they're not likely outcomes. 

Take inflation, first. While it is entirely possible higher 
labor costs in the form of a higher national minimum 
wage might be inflationary, it is~also™” possible that 


increased income will be translated into higher spending __ 


and thus, into expanded production. There’s enough 
slack in the economy to accommodate increased 
demand. : 

Besides, why should low wage workers bear the brunt 
of efforts to hold down inflation? Every time there's ¢ 
danger of inflation the answer is to encourage lay-offs 
cut wages, or otherwise make the least favored in ou.

There's little reason to assume that hikes in the 
minimum wage will lead to lay-offs. Employers hire 
workers when they're needed, whatever the minimum 
wage. If the minimum wage was actually the obstacle to 
hiring it's supposed to be, then we should expect to see 
expanded job opportunities in the labor sector not. 
covered by the minimum wage. About a quarter of all 
non-shpervisory jobs are in that.category, but unemploy- 
ment is still high. ; 

Some people think there ought to be a youth 
differential, a wage lower than the legal minimum. for 
young..people. to_help-spur-youth.jobs.But. that’s. a_ 
dubious. concept-too, since*many employers, including 
schools, states, and local governments are exempted 
from the minimum wage law, or can apply for exemption. 

It's not a happy prospect for the world's richest 

country to say that the minimum wage has to be held 
down to below-poverty levels, A rise of about fifty cents 
per hour would just about make up for the effects of 
inflation and restore the buying power lost since 1974, 
when the minmum wage was last raised. 
_ Nationally, some ten million workers would be 
immediately affected by a rise in the minimum wage to

Limit Is 


The Call & Post issue of 
4-21-77 contains an article 
headlined “is Social 
Security Annual Poverty?” 
It criticizes Social Security 
generally, and aims direc- 
tly at the Annual Earnings 
Test. 

The writer calls for 
removal of the earnings 
limitation for retirement 
beneficiaries that causes 
deductions from benefits 
for earnings over a certain 
amount, now per 
year. He uses some 
misleading phrases such 
as "the ity for ex- 
ceeding the earnings test” 
and “forcing some older 
Americans to live in 
poverty.” 

His concern for senior 
citizens is commendable 
and he-touches on one of 
the most controversial and 
least popular Social 
Security provisions; 
however, additional points 
need further exploration 
and consideration. 

The earnings limit was in 
effect when the first Social 
Security benefits were paid 
in January, 1940, even if it 
was not included in the 
1935 House Ways and 
Means Committee report, 
as the Call & Post article 
states. It has been, as the 
writer indicates, “an in- 
tegral part of the Social 


Security program” right 
from the start. 
Social Security is a 


social insurance system in- 
tended to partially replace 
income which is lost due 
to retirement. As with any 
insurance system, it 
protects the insured per- 
son against loss due to a 
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Social Security Earning . 
Not Desirable 


risk; in this case the risk 
not only being retirement, 
but death and disability as 
well. : 

The earnings test is a 
means of showing that an 
income loss does exist. 
Rather™than. imposing a 
“penalty” on beneficiaries, 
it is a way of proving that 
the person is in fact 
eligible’ for benefit 
payments; it shows that 4 
person is really retired, and 
therefore can draw 
retirement payments. 

In addition, the earnings 
limit allows higher 
payments to those who are 
truly retired. It prevents 
payments to people who 
are not retired, leaving 
more money to be paid to 
actual retirees and at the 
same time holding down 
every worker's Social 
Security taxes! 

Any major loosening of 
the earnings limit would be 
very costly and would 
mostly benefit the higher 
paid, older persons now 
losing benefits due to their 
earnings. Total elimination 
of the test would cost $5 
billion in just the first year 
in order to make payments 
to people who already 
have substantial earnings. 
Only about one out of ten 
Social Security bene- 
ficiaries is now affec- 
ted at all by the earnings 
limitation, and almost half 
of these work regularly for 
high earnings. 

Removing the earnings 
limit would not mean that 
many more people would 
go back to work. Job

would be factors affecting 
the working population. At 
the same time, Social 
Security taxes for all 
workers including the poor 
would have to be raised.in 
order to pay full benefits to 
those who work past age 
65 and earn without 
limitation. In addition, if 
this situation came to pass, 
retired workers drawing 
full benefits and working 
without limitation would 
possibly receive more in- 
come than the workers 
paying increased taxes to 
finance the higher 
benefits. 


As the Call & Post article 
admits, the earnings limit 
has been raised regularly 
based on cost of living in- 
creases. It does allow 
beneficiaries to earn some 
wages to supplement their 
checks if they wish and are 
able. : 

It does not “penalize” 
them or “force them to live 
in poverty.” The great 
majority of Social Security 
retirement beneficiaries do 
not work; and those that 
are working do not earn 
over the limit. They either 
cannot work, do not want 
to .work or cannot find 
jobs. 


Eliminating the annual 
earnings test may seem 
desirable at first glance, 
but in fact it would be 
costly to everyone paying 
Social Security taxes; 
would-work. to mostly 
benefit those already in 
good financial condition, 
and would not substan- 
tially help those who are 
less fortunate. 


Living Together Arrangement Increased 


As everyone. knows, un- 


married couples are living 
together in increasing 
numbers.
